Compared with August 19387 imports declined in 
value by 14 per cent.; those of food, drink and 
tobacco rose by 1 per cent., but imports of raw 
materials fell by 24 per cent., and of manufactured 
articles by 27 per cent. Exports were 15 per cent. 
less than a year earlier; food, drink and tobacco 
showing 3 per cent., raw materials 14 per cent., and 
manufactures 16 per cent. decline. A decrease of 
25 per cent. in re-exports was entirely in respect of 
manufactures, increases being recorded otherwise. 
The excess of imports over exports, at £32°8 million, 
was £47 million less than a year earlier, but for the 
first eight months of 1938 the excess of imports over 
exports has risen by £7°9 million to £267°3 million.

OUR OVERSEA TRADE IN AUGUST 


In last week’s issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ (page 358) there was published a summary 
of the import and export trade of the United Kingdom 
in August 1938 and the eight months ended August 
1938, compared with corresponding data relating to 
earlier periods. In the present article it is proposed 
to review that trade in some detail. The general 
position is shown in the following table :—

For the fifth successive month there was an all- 
round reduction in the value of imports, exports and 
re-exports as compared with a year earlier. Imports 
last month, valued at £74,131,000, were £192,000 
more than in July, but £12,518,000 (14 per cent.) less 
than a year ago. As usual during recent months, com- 
parison with a year earlier showed an increase in 





imports of food, drink and tobacco, though the in- 
crease in August was much smaller than in previous 
months and amounted only to £354,000 (1 per cent.). 
Imports of raw materials declined by £6,384,000 (24 
per cent.) and of manufactured articles by £6,638,000 
(27 per cent.), these declines being of the same order of 
magnitude as in the preceding two months. 


Exports of United Kingdom goods in August were 
valued at £36,331,000, which was £1,187,000 less than 
in July—the decline being seasonal—and £6,215,000 
(15 per cent.) less than in August last year. In com: 
parison with the latter month, food, drink and tobacco 
showed the smallest reduction—£82,000, or 8 per cent.; 
exports of raw materials declined by £736,000 (14 per 
cent.) and those of manufactured articles by £5,378,000 
(16 per cent.). 


Exports of imported merchandise last month 
(£5,044,000) were £489,000 more than in July, but 
£1,643,000 (25 per cent.) less than in August last year. 
This decline was entirely in respect of manufactured 
goods, as increases were recorded for food, drink and 
tobacco and for raw materials. 


The value of goods transhipped under bond, which 
are excluded from the records of both imports and re- 
exports, amounted last month to £2,749,000, which 
was £350,000 more than in July, but £220,000 less 
than in August last year. 


The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
last month (£328 million) was £4°7 million less than & 
year earlier; comparing the first eight months of this 
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year and last, however, the excess of imports over 
exports has risen by £79 million to £267°3 million. 


For the first time this year, exports of bullion and 
specie last month exceeded imports ; exports amounted 
to £28°9 million, compared with £13:1 million in July 
and £71 million in August 1937, while imports were 
valued at £13°4 million, compared with £165 
nillion in July and £31-0 million a year ago. For the 
first eight months of the year, imports and exports 
were each appreciably less than in 1937, and resulted 
in a net import of £67°6 million, compared with £79°7 
million last year.

IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of food, drink 
and tobacco during August were valued at £35°1 
nillion, which was £1°3 million (34 per cent.) less than 
in July but £354,000 (1 per cent.) more than in August 
1937. The increase as compared with a year earlier 


being greatest in the case of tobacco (£778,000, or 94 
per cent.) and the miscellaneous food group (£330,000). 
Two of the three declines were of substantial propor- 
tions, viz. grain and flour (£605,000) and meat 
(£596,000); that in respect of dairy produce was rela- 
tively insignificant. 


The decline shown for grain and flour was entirely 
due to a fall in average values, as the total quantity 
imported rose from 16°9 million ewts. in August 1937 
to 20°4 million ewts. last month. Imports of wheat 
increased from 86 to 10-7 million ewts., larger supplies 
inm the Soviet Union and the United States out- 
Weighing the decrease in consignments from Australia 
and Canada. Barley showed an increase from 1°6 to 
23 million ewts., for which the Soviet Union and 
Canada were mainly responsible. Supplies of maize 
fom the Argentine were again far below normal, but 
an increase in the quantity received from the United 
States caused a rise in the total from 5:0 to 5°7 million 
wts. Imports of wheat meal and flour continued to be 
smaller than in 1937, showing a fall from 676,000 ewts. 
to 604,000 ewts. Average values of imports of wheat, 
barley and wheat meal and flour all continued last 





month to show the decline which has been in evidence 
throughout this year; as compared with August 1937 
the declines were very substantial. For maize there 
per 4 no change as compared with a month or a year 
earlier, 


Ageregate imports of meat during August amounted 
0 2,473,000 ewts., or 224,000 ewts. less than a year 
tarlier. The decline was due to smaller imports of 
mutton and lamb—429,000 cwts., as against 693,000 
twts. in August 1987—but these imports had been on 
‘larger scale than usual during the previous two 


was common to all but three of the groups in this class, ° 
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months. The quantity of beef imported rose very 
slightly to 1,194,000 cwts. and there was an increase of 
2% per cent. in the imports of bacon (588,000 cwts.). 
The average value of the mutton and lamb imported 
during August declined as compared with July, as did 
that of bacon—which had reached a peak in the pre- 
vious month—but beef showed no change. For 
mutton and lamb there was also a decline in com- 
parison with August 1937. 


Smaller imports of butter from New Zealand were 
partly offset by an increase in consignments from 
Denmark, but aggregate imports during August fell by 
5 per cent. to 753,000 cwts. Supplies of cheese from 
New Zealand and Canada were also smaller than a year 
earlier and total imports (246,000 cwts.) showed a 
decline of 8 per cent. A slight increase took place in 
the number of eggs imported (22°4 million dozen). The 
usual seasonal rise in the average value of the butter 
imported was not in evidence last month, but cheese 
and eggs each showed an increase; for butter and eggs, 
average values were higher than a year earlier. 


The value of the fresh fruit and vegetables imported 
amounted to £2,616,000, as compared with £2,458,000 
in August 1937. Apart from almonds, tomatoes and 
potatoes, the increase was shared by all the principal 
commodities in this group, a noticeable feature being 
the continued rise in imports of oranges from the 
United States. The beverages and cocoa preparations 
group showed an increase of £112,000 to £4,207,000, 
entirely due to larger imports of raw cocoa; these 
imports, derived last month almost wholly from British 
West Africa, rose from 15,000 cwts. to 419,000 ewts., 
with an increase of £466,000 in value. Imports of tea, 
which have been relatively large this year, amounted 
last month to 50°0 million lbs., being fractionally 
greater than a year earlier in spite of the continued 
reduction in supplies from China; the average value of 
the imports (1s. 2d. per lb.) was slightly higher than in 
July but 1d. per lb. less than in August 1937. 


The quantity of raw sugar imported last month 
(4,523,000 cwts.) was 28 per cent. greater than a year 
earlier, but the average value of the imports (6s. 5d. 
per cwt.), although showing some recovery from the 
low point reached in July, was 1s. 3d. per cwt. less 
than in August 1937. Raw sugar, however, accounted 
for £91,000 of the increase of £330,000 shown for the 
miscellaneous food group; the other items principally 
concerned were canned salmon and raisins. Imports 
of unmanufactured tobacco have been abnormally large 
this year, and the quantity received last month (15°5 
million Ibs.) was 70 per cent. greater than a year 
earlier; the average value of the imports rose to 1s. 34d. 
per lb., as compared with 1s. 2d. in July and 1s. in 
August 1937. 


Raw Materials.—Imports during August of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £20,314,000, which was £1,133,000 more 
than in July, but £6,384,000 (24 per cent.) less than a 
year ago. Compared with August 1937 the principal 
decline was in respect of wood and timber (£2,612,000), 
but substantial declines were also shown for undressed 
hides and skins (£964,000), iron ore and scrap 
(£641,000), non-ferrous ores and scrap (£638,000), raw 
wool, ete. (£543,000) and raw rubber (£538,000). As in 
previous months the decline in respect of raw wool was 
due solely to a fall in average values, the quantity im- 
ported showing a substantial increase. Three of the 
fourteen groups in this class showed increases, of which 
only one, raw cotton, ete. (£143,000), exceeded 
£35,000. 


The following table gives comparative figures of the 
imports of some leading raw and semi-manufactured 
materials during August 1938, compared with earlier 
periods. In tho case of commodities retained imports 
of which differ widely from total imports, figures for 
retained imports are given in the table. Imports of

Manufactured Articles.—The value last month of 
imports of articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
amounted to £18,014,000, which was £301,000 more 
than in July, but £6,638,000 (27 per cent.) less than 
in August last year; as in July, the decline compared 
with a year ago was common to all groups except the 
relatively small ‘‘ rubber manufactures ’’ group. The 
most substantial declines were those recorded for non- 
ferrous metals (£2,467,000), iron and steel and manu- 
factures (£1,267,000) and manufactured oils and fats, 
including refined petroleum (£1,105,000). Reductions 
of considerable magnitude also occurred in respect of 
machinery (£392,000), leather and manufactures 


(£313,000) and wood and timber manufactures 
(£273,000). 
EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco last month were valued at £2,952,000, 
which was rather more than in July but £82,000 (24 
per cent.) less than a year ago; beverages and cocoa 
preparations declined by £53,000, ‘‘ other food ’’ by 
£58,000 and tobacco by £42,000, but small increases 
were shown for all the less important groups. 


Raw Materials.—The value of exports last month of 
aw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured was 
£4,539,000, being £160,000 less than in July and 
£736,000 (14 per cent.) less than in August last year. 
Of the latter decline coal, which accounts for about 
two-thirds of the total value in this class, was respon- 
sible for £399,000, while non-ferrous ores and scrap fell 
by £115,000 and raw wool, etc., by £98,000. The only 
significant increase occurred in respect of textile 
materials other than cotton, wool or silk (£102,000). 

Exports of coal last month amounted to 2,863,000 
tons, or 192,000 tons less than in July. Compared with 
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August 1937 a fall of 666,000 tons (19 per cent.) 
occurred, mainly owing to substantial reductions jp 
consignments to France (279,000 tons), Italy (117,000 
tons), Sweden (110,000 tons) and the Argentine (52,000 
tons); the greatest increases were shown for Germany 
(45,000 tons) and Spain (44,000 tons). The average 
value of the coal exported last month fell sharply to 
20s. 84d. per ton, compared with 21s. 24d. in July and 
19s. 1d. in August last year. 

The quantity of coal shipped last month as bunkers 
for steamers engaged in the foreign trade and fishing 
vessels (855,000 tons) was 20,000 tons greater than 
in July but 107,000 tons (11 per cent.) less than 
a year ago. Shipments of fuel oil as foreign bunkers 
amounted to 29°1 million gallons, or 3:0 million gallons 
rnore than in July; compared with the high figure of 
August 1937 there was a decrease of 8°8 million gallons 
(23 per cent.). 

Manufactured Articles.—The value of exports last 
month of articles wholly or mainly manufactured was 
£28,005,000, which was £958,000 less than in July and 
£5,378,000 (16 per cent.) less than in August last year, 
Compared with a year ago the most substantial declines 
were for cotton yarns and manufactures (£2,051,000), 
iron and steel and manufactures (£928,000), woollen 
and worsted yarns and manufactures (£844,000), manu- 
factures of textile materials other than cotton, wool or 
silk (£555,000) and vehicles (£483,000). Four of the 
twenty-one groups showed increases, but the only rise 
to exceed £100,000 was that for machinery (£598,000), 
exports of which have throughout this year tended to 
be higher in value than a year ago, the aggregate in- 
crease in the eight months being £7,298,000.

The quantity of iron and steel imported last month 
amounted to 51,000 tons, compared with 213,000 tons 
a year earlier, when reduced duties were in force and 
special arrangements for larger imports had been made 
with the Steel Cartel. 

Total exports of British iron and steel during August 
(135,000 tons) were the same as in July, but 66,000 
tons less than in August last year; the decline com- 
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pared with a year ago was general to all the main 
classes of iron and steel goods. 

Imports of machinery totalled 9,000 tons, as against 
10,700 tons in July and 12,700 tons in August last 
year; compared with a year ago, the principal declines 
wero in respect of machine tools and _ rolling-mill 
machinery, some 800 tons in each case. British exports 
of machinery last month (33,900 tons) were appreciably 
less than in July (38,300 tons) and 800 tons less than a 
year ago. Although aggregate exports last month did 
not differ very materially from those of a year earlier, 
there were appreciable changes in respect of the 
different classes of machinery. Substantial increases 
were recorded for electrical machinery (1,200 tons), 
machine tools (1,000 tons) and mining machinery (500 
tons), but these were more than offset by declines for 
agricultural machinery, mainly tractors (1,900 tons), 
sewing machines and parts (700 tons) and textile 
machinery (500 tons). 

The number of new private motor cars imported last 
month was 140, compared with 834 in August last year, 
a general fall occurring in imports from all countries. 
British exports of motor cars and chassis (5,056) were 
considerably smaller than in July or in August last 
year. Exports of new private cars (1,950) were 2,638 
less than a year ago, all markets except Denmark 
showing declines; shipments to New Zealand fell by 
669 and those to Australia by 407. On the other hand, 
new commercial vehicles showed an increase from 137 
in August 1937 to 246 this year. Appreciable decreases 
took place in exports of chassis, those for commercial 
use falling by 639 and others by 182. Exports of motor 
eycles and tricars declined by nearly one-half to 829. 
The number of pedal cycles exported (34,800) was less 
than half that recorded in August 1937, and there was 
asimilar decline in respect of cycle parts. Exports of 
tyres and tubes for road vehicles again showed a 
decline. There was, however, an increase in exports 
of locomotives compared with a year ago, and the 
value of new ships and boats exported rose from 
£61,000 in August 1937 to £149,000 last month.

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Retained imports of raw cotton last month (903 
million lbs.) were appreciably smaller than in July, 
but showed an increase of 56 per cent. compared with 
the very low figure of a year ago; for the first eight 
months of the year there was a decline of 10 per cent. 
According to statistics published by the Liverpool 
Cotton Association, deliveries of cotton to mills during 
August (97°8 million lbs.) were 13 per cent. greater 
than in the previous month—thus reversing the 
normal seasonal movement—but were slightly less than 
a year ago; during the first eight months deliveries 
amounted to 799 million lbs., being the lowest since 
1931 (685 million lbs.). The average value of the raw 
cotton imported during August was 5.5d. per lb., com- 
pared with 5°6d. per lb. in July and 71d. per lb. in 
August 1937. 


Exports of cotton yarns last month (9:0 million lbs.) 
were slightly smaller than in July and 4°6 million lbs. 
less than in August 1937; for the first eight months the 
decline amounted to 32°5 million lbs. (29 per cent.). 
Exports of cotton piece-goods (108'2 million square 
yards) were seasonally somewhat smaller than in July 
and were one-third less than in August 1937. This 
latter decline affected all the main classes of piece- 
goods and was shared by all the leading markets for 
these goods except Denmark, which, as in July, took 
an appreciably larger quantity; the markets showing 
the largest decreases were British and French West 
Africa, India, the Argentine, the Dutch East Indies 
and Colombia. Exports during the first eight months 
were 394 million square yards (30 per cent.) less than 
a year ago, being the lowest recorded for this period 
since the war. 


Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool during 
August (259 million lbs.) were considerably smaller 
than in the previous month, but showed a slight in- 
crease compared with August 1937; for the first eight 
months of the year retained imports were 32 million 
lbs. (8 per cent.) more than a year ago. The average 
value of the imports during August, 10°8d. per lb., was 
about the same as in the two preceding months and 
compares with 163d. per lb. in August 1937. Exports 
of sheep’s and lambs’ wool (4°4 million lbs.) were, as 
in the previous month, considerably greater than a year 
earlier, but for the eight months there was a decline 
of about one-third. Exports of wool tops (2°6 million 
lbs.) showed a slight improvement compared with 
previous months of this year, but continued to be 
appreciably smaller than last year. The quantity of 
woollen and worsted yarns exported during August (2°9 
million lbs.) was only slightly less than in the previous 
month or a year ago; for the eight months, however, 
there was a decline of about 25 per cent. Exports of 
woollen and worsted tissues, while showing an appre- 
ciable seasonal increase compared with the four pre- 
ceding months, continued to be smaller than a year 
earlier; for the first eight months the decline amounted 
to 26 per cent., all the leading markets sharing in the 
decrease. 


Among other textile materials, imports of raw silk, 
silk cocoons, waste, ete., and retained imports of hemp 
were all smaller last month than a year ago, but 
imports of flax and retained imports of jute rose con- 
siderably. Exports of artificial silk tissues, linen and 
jute piece-goods were all appreciably smaller than in 
August 1937. The decrease in exports of artificial silk 
tissues was shared by most of the leading markets, but 
for linen piece-goods the decline was mainly in ship- 
ments to the United States and China; for jute piece- 
goods there was a continued decrease in exports to the 
United States, the principal market for these goods. 
Exports of each of these descriptions of goods during 
the first eight months were also considerably smaller 
than last year.

Exports oF IMporTED MERCHANDISE 


Re-exports of food, drink and tobacco last month 
(£954,000) were some 7 per cent. greater in value than 
a year earlier. Raw materials, valued at £3,083,000, 
showed a smaller proportionate increase (4 per cent.); 
undressed hides and skins rose by £184,000, mainly in 
consignments to the United States, and raw wool, etc., 
by £175,000, but substantial decreases were recorded 
for raw rubber (£108,000) and raw cotton and cotton 
waste (£100,000). The fall of £1,815,000 in re-exports 
of manufactured articles was principally due to a drop 
from £1,872,000 to £347,000 in respect of non-ferrous 
metals and manufactures; of this decline, reduced con- 
signments of copper and tin to the Soviet Union 
accounted for over £1,300,000. The only other notable 
change was a fall of £197,000 recorded for the manu- 
factured oils group, owing mainly to smaller re-exports 
of motor spirit. 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 
AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day 
in each month from January 1937 to August 1938 are 
shown below. Telegraph and telephone receipts, 
savings bank and money and postal order business are 
excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
teceipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures form an approximately correct index of 
the movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled expressed in terms of postage.

Postal receipts last month were slightly higher (0-1 
per cent.) than a year earlier, as compared with in- 
creases of 1:1 per cent. in July and 43 per cent, in 
August 1937, The index number, based on the average 
receipts in the corresponding period of 1924-34 (except 
1926), which after a continuous decline in the first six 
months of this year had risen to 115-1 in July, showed 
a further advance to 117-4 in August. 


BRITISH INDIA 


TRADE BALANCE AND IMPORTS 
IN FISCAL YEAR 


THE EFFECT OF SEPARATION FROM BURMA 


In connection with the analysis of the statistical and 
economic consequences of the separation of Burma 
from British India, which were touched upon in an 
article on the trade of British India appearing in the 
‘Board of Trade Journal’’ of 11 August (pages 182-4),* 
it is not generally appreciated that the political separa- 
tion of the two countries left the pre-separation cur- 
rency and banking arrangements substantially un- 
changed. British India and Burma continue to possess 
a common currency, managed from a common centre. 
As a consequence, the international value of the rupee, 
in so far as it is dependent upon the position of the 
balance of payments, is related to the movements of 
the balance of India and Burma taken as a whole, in 
the same way as before the separation: and inferences 
drawn from the movements of the balance of payments 
of one of these areas, taken by itself, are likely to be 
misleading. 


In considering the joint balance of India and Burma, 
it must be realised that items arising out of the mutual 
trade relations between the two countries must be 
eliminated, since the two countries belong to a common 
currency area: in consequence, the combined balance 
cannot be arrived at by a simple summation of the 
separate balances of the two countries, Burmese 
exports to India and Indian exports to Burma having 
to be eliminated. The Reserve Bank of India has for 
some time published a statement showing the “* joint

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While the above figures for 1935-36 and 1936-37 
approximate closely to those cited in the above-men. 
tioned article, the inclusion of the corrected Burma 
figures in the 1937-38 totals alters the total visible 
balance of trade item from 30°57 crores, as given in 
the article mentioned, to 57°31 crores. The attribution 
of the weakness of the rupee exchange during April and 
May 1938 to a decline of over 60 crores in the total 
trade balance is thus due to a misapprehension arising 
from the failure to take account of the common nature 
of the Burmese-Indian currency, and of the necessity, 
in judging the situation, to have regard to the com. 
bined balance of trade of the two countries.

QUARTER 


Returns published by Lloyd’s Register of steamers and 
motor-ships totally lost, condemned, etc., during the quarter 
ended 31 March 1938 show casualties (excluding ships of 
less than 100 tons gross) amounting to 56 of 80,915 tons. 
Of these, 29 of 48,980 tons were wrecked; 10 of 13,132 tons 
were posted as missing; 4 of 7,007 tons were lost, etc. ; 
3 of 4,993 tons were burnt; 2 of 1,425 tons foundered; and 
1 of 603 tons was abandoned at sea. 


The British flag was flown by 17 of the casualty vessels, 
and the tonnage, 13,043, represented 0-25 per cent. of Brit- 
ish ownership; British Dominion flags were flown by 4 
vessels of 1,270 tons (0-18 per cent.); the United States, 
2 of 558 tons (0-08 per cent.); France, 2 of 8,141 tons (0-15 
per cent.); Germany, 4 of 9,356 tons (0-18 per cent.); 
Greece, 4 of 7,093 tons (0°65 per cent.); Holland, 2 of 
6,100 tons (0:14 per cent.); Italy, 1 of 7,025 tons (0-09 per 
cent.); Japan, 4 of 6,431 tons (0-16 per cent.); Norway,

DIRECTION OF TRADE 


During the year 1937-38, Australia traded with approxi- 
mately 140 countries. The total value of the oversea trade 
stated in British currency amounted to £239-1 million (im- 
ports £113°6 million and exports £125-5 million), as com- 
pared with a total of £221-6 million (imports £92-6 million 
and exports £129 million) in the year 1936-37. Imports 
rose by £21 million, while exports fell by £3-5 million. 


The total trade of Australia with the United Kingdom in 
1937-38 was valued at £109-9 million, or about 46 per cent. 
of the total trade with all countries. This figure compares 
with a total of £101-5 million and the same percentages in 
1936-37. The increase was made up of imports, exports 
remaining practically the same. Trade both ways with the 
United States was valued at £26-5 million in 1937-38. Im- 
ports from the United States into Australia advanced from 
£13 million in 1936-37 to £17-8 million in 1937-38, and ex- 
ceeded exports by £9-1 million, whereas in 1936-37 exports 
exceeded imports by £2 million. Following in order of value 
were Japan, whose total trade with Australia was £10°1 
million; Canada, £9-7 million; France, £9-3 million; the 
Netherlands East Indies, £8-7 million; Germany, £7-7 
= New Zealand, £7:7 million; and Belgium, £5°9 
million. 





Trade and Industry—Continued 


In addition to the United Kingdom the value of 
Australian exports to the following countries substantially 
exceeded the value of imports into Australia from those 
countries in 1937-88: Hong Kong, British Malaya, New 
Zealand, Belgium, France, Italy, Pacific Islands (Foreign), 
and the Philippine Islands. The principal countries whose 
imports into Australia were of greater value than the 
Australian exports thereto were: Canada, Ceylon, India, 
Pacific Islands (British), China, Germany, Japan, the 
Netherlands East Indies, Sweden, Switzerland, and the 
United States.

The total value of the foreign trade of British Malaya 
(including parcel post, coin and bullion) during the first

CONTRACTORS’ CERTIFICATES FOR PUBLIC 
WORKS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 30 September 1937 (page 447), concerning the 
issue of regulations for the grant of contractors’ certificates 
to firms desirous of tendering for public works contracts in 
Turkey, a notice was published in the ‘ Official Gazette ’”’ 
of 19 August, annulling the above-mentioned regulations 
and putting an end to the then existing system of certifi- 
cates. 


In accordance with this measure, all specifications and 
conditions of tender are to contain a precise indication of 
the documents to be produced by competing firms. Awards 
made up to 1 September in competitions announced before 
19 August were to be based on existing certificates, but, 
with that exception, all certificates ceased to be valid as 
from 19 August. 

A copy of the notice (in French) may be consulted on 
application to the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W.1. (Reference G. 19544/37 
should be quoted.) 

** CERTIFICATES OF ABILITY ”’ 

A circular issued by the Minister of Public Works on 
12 September 1938 lays down that in future a special com- 
mittee, sitting in the Ministry, will consider applications 
for certificates in connection with public works tenders 
and will issue special ‘ certificates of ability”? for each 
competition. 

Firms desirous of tendering for contracts will be required 
to make separate application to the Ministry in each case, 
specifying the work in connection with which they require 
a certificate, at least one week before the date fixed for the 
opening of tenders. Each application will be considered on 
its merits and in the light of the references and documents 
submitted by the applicant, and the Committee will refer 
its decisions to the Ministry, for approval, before issuing 
the certificates. It is made a rule that published calls for 
tenders must contain a notice that firms which have not 
applied for a certificate of capability will not be eligible to 
tender.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


GENEVA PROTOCOL FOR PROHIBITION OF 
USE OF POISONOUS GAS, ETC. 
ACCESSION BY CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


The Board of Trade are informed that Czechoslovakia 
has now ratified the Protocol signed at Geneva on 17 June 
1925 for the prohibition of the use in war of asphyxiating 
and poisonous gas and bacteriological methods of warfare.

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UNITED KINGDOM—CUBA 
RATIFICATION OF COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


With reference to the notices in the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 4 March 1937 (pages 322 and 344) and 11 March 
1937 (page 379) concerning the United Kingdom-Cuba Com-

AFGHANISTAN 
EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to the notice under the above heading 
in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” for 23 June 1938, the 
Board of Trade have now received the text of the Decrees 
issued by the Afghanistan Government for the control of 
currency transactions. The Decrees provide, inter alia, for 
the control of all foreign exchange by the National Bank 
pending the institution of a State Bank and the fixing of 
purchase and sales rates of foreign exchange by Cabinet 
Decree. 

Exporters of lambskins must deposit the proceeds in the 
National Bank, and will receive the equivalent in Afghan 
currency, the foreign exchange being held by the Bank for 
State purposes. Any surplus will be sold quarterly to 
traders for the purchase of imports. Importers must 
either buy their foreign exchange from this surplus or un- 
dertake to export within four months goods of equivalent 
value, 


Exporters of trade goods are required within four months 
to import goods to the full value of the exported articles 
sold or to deposit their foreign exchange receipts with the 
National Bank.

POLAND 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (TREATY WITH 
GERMANY) 


As announced in last week’s issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” (page 378), a Commercial Treaty between Poland 
and Germany was signed on 1 July 1938. The new Treaty 
came into force provisionally as from 31 August 1938 and 
is terminable on 28 February 1941, subject to prolongation 
by mutual arrangement. It replaces the Treaty between 
Poland and Austria of 11 October 1933 and the Supplemen- 
tary Agreement thereto of 29 July 1936, as well as the 
Treaty between Poland and Germany of 24 February 1937. 
In most cases the Tariff provisions of the former Agreements 
have been included in the present Agreement, but where 
changes have been made or former concessions have not 
been renewed, the modifications of the Polish Customs 
Tariff resulting from the new Agreement are shown below:

The ‘‘ Anuario de la Gran Bretafa,’’ now in its fifteenth 
edition, is designed to meet the needs of visitors to Great 
Britain. The first half, which is in Spanish, gives the Latin- 
American tourist and business man a description of the 
centres which he ordinarily visits, with special stress upon 
London. The second half, in English, is a racy résumé of 
what sightseers should visit during their stay. 

In both sections there is a sealers chapter giving such 
useful general information as is absolutely necessary for the 
tourist. The book is lavishly illustrated. There is a map of 
the principal roads and several sketch maps of suggested motor 
tours. 


Imperial Economic Committee: ‘‘ Wool Production and Trade, 
1937-38.’ 


According to statistics published in ‘‘ Wool Production and 


Trade, 1937-38,’’* although world production of wool during 
the 1937-38 season reached the highest point in recent years, 
aggregate production in the five chief exporting countries 
(Australia, Argentina, New Zealand, South Africa and 
Uruguay) showed little change. Wool production in Australia 
rose from 983 million lbs. in 1936-37 to about 1,015 million lbs. 
in 1937-38, but slight declines occurred in New Zealand and 
South Africa, and the South American output showed only 
minor changes. 

The general level of wool consumption in manufacturing 
countries declined sharply during the early months of the 
season. In particular, the United States and Japan curtailed 
their purchases to small proportions as compared with recent 
seasons. As a result, prices fell sharply, losing some 25-35 per 
cent, during the first three months of the season. They re- 
mained fairly stable at the new low level of values during 
the first half of 1938. 

Over one-third of the Australian exports were consigned 
to the United Kingdom, France taking second place, and the 
United Kingdom was also the market for the bulk of the 
New Zealand clip. More than one-third of the exports from 
South Africa were shipped to Germany under the trade agree- 
ment with that country, and exports to Germany from South 
America also showed a sharp increase. Japan’s purchases were 
largely confined to Australia and were the lowest recorded 
for many years. 

Owing to the difficulties experienced during the season, un- 
sold stocks in the chief producing countries at the end of 
June were considerably higher than a year earlier, but repre- 
sented only a small proportion of the season’s production. 
In Australia, they aggregated 71 million lbs., as compared 
with 14 million lbs. a year earlier and 65 million lbs. at the 
end of 1933-84. Stocks in New Zealand (24 million lbs.) were 
also higher than at the end of the two previous seasons, but 
very much below average stocks during 1931-35, while South 
African port stocks continued in relatively small proportions 
as compared with total production. Details are not yet avail- 
able of the position in Argentina and Uruguay, where much 
wool was held in first hands during the period of falling prices, 
but the market has improved considerably during the past 
three months.

FACILITIES OFFERED TO UNITED KINGDOM 
TRADERS 


The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having overseas agents to notify 
the respective overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
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Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required is fre. 
quently already in the possession of the Department, and 
the delay involved in communicating with the officers abroad 
can therefore often be avoided. Should the information 
required not be available in London, the Department will 
maka all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant's 
behalf. 


When making applications for information inquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information js 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any country 
of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees may 
be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or com- 
pany carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and the 
goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees. 


The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
